ANTIQUITIES FROM SUMER. 


The great interest now taken in the History and Art of the ancient people 
of SUMER suggests that a short reference to the subject may not here be out of 
place. So far as can be determined, at an extremely early period, perhaps more 
than 1000 years before the time of Abraham, a people of non-semitic type, with 
prominent noses and thin lips, who shaved the face and head and dressed in a 
fringed woollen garment like.a petticoat, inhabited the flat alluvial plain whose 
coastal boundary is the Western end of the Persian Gulf. They resembled the 
Bak tribes and Chinese, and seem to have been nature-worshippers, every 
physical force and object—wind, water, mountain, storm, tree—having its appro- 
priate Zz or spirit. 

To the north-west of Sumer was Accad, a country without a coast line, but 
otherwise having the same physical characteristics as Sumer. The vast stretch 
of flat-lying territory, embraced by the two countries and watered by the 
Kuphrates, was probably broken up by swamps until these were conquered by 
irrigation. That the early Sumerians were equal to such work is remarkable, 
and it is hardly surprising that so resourceful and energetic a people also gave 
birth to a vigorous and finished art, thus preeeding the art of the Babylonians 
by many centuries. 

Remains of this most primitive culture are necessarily precious ; indeed, it 
is a matter of common knowledge that specimens--even mere fragments—are 
eagerly sought after and change hands at fabulous prices. The ten thousand 
pounds paid for the quite small Sumerian statue of Gudea, Patesi of Lagash, 
now at Copenhagen, may be cited by way of illustration ; and the Louvre, 
among great museums, has shown commendable enterprise in the acquisition of 
such pieces. Their excessive rarity may be judged from the remark of a well- 
known archeologist that ‘‘remains of Egyptian art, as compared with 
Sumerian remains, are in the proportion of many thousands to one.” 

The collection here described and illustrated, though actually small, is 
relatively extensive ; indeed, several important museums do not possess half as 
many examples, and many none at all.

The pick of a peasant has made two weunds in the abdomen 
and right arm, and a small piece is wanting from the right ankle. 
Otherwise the piece is in fine condition, showing the original 
surface quite uncorroded in many places. ITS SIZE AND 
CONDITION AND THE PRESERVATION OF THE AT- 
TRIBUTES MAKE THE STATUETYE A PIECE OF OUT- 
STANDING IMPORTANCE. 


The figure holds in her right hand a pomegranate flower, 
and in her left the pomegranate fruit. These attributes establish 
her identity as Aphrodite. She wears the characteristic dress 
of the close of the archaic period of sculpture. A long sleeved 
Ionian tunic of fine fabric is fastened by five studs on each arm. 
Above this a heavy Dorian tunic falls in straight folds to the 
ankles with the overlaps falling in zigzag folds to below the 
knees. Small weights are indicated at the end of each set of 
zigzag folds and the margins of the zigzags are marked by the 
delicate crinkles seen in early Attic work. 


The fashion of the costume is the same as that of the 
early Korae (popularly known as “the Aunts”) of the Athenian 
Acropolis, but the conventional mode there adopted, of one 
shoulder left bare and a fold of the skirt held in the hand, 
has been abandoned and a certain amount of play has been 
introduced in the treatment of the right leg. ‘These facts seem 
to point to a date of about 460 8B.c. intermediate between the 
archaic sculptures and the simple standing figures of the end 
of the 5th century.
